265 The Vigilance Committee shall have power to 
investigate into and report on the violations of 
any provisions of the Bye-laws or of rules, regu- 
lations, orders or instructions issued thereunder, 
or under the Forward Contracts (Regulation) 
Act. 1952 or on such other matters, of a like 
nature as may be entrusted to it by the Board 
either on its own initiative or on receipt of com- 
plaints of such violations. The Committee shall, 
at least once in every three months or oftener if 
necessary, send a report to the Board about the 
work done by it.”
